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© Revivals are not begun or ended with series of meetings, 
but come from God through earnest men who fervently pray. 


In looking for revival in the Bible, 
we should look for the revitalization, 
the renewal, the reanimation of God’s 
people. Necessarily, we should expect 
to find the saints in a condition of 


raised. Every revival begins with 

od’s people in a state of lethargy, if 
not in open rebellion against the will 
of God. Our faithful God, however, 
moves upon some person or persons, 
and as a result of obedience unto 
prayer. He gives revival. That stir- 
ring of the Spirit then over flows the 
confines of the lives of the saints to 
bless a waiting world. 

It is our purpose to trace the sub- 
ject of revival historically through the 
canon. We shall content ourselves 
with viewing briefly the great revivals 
recorded in the divine record. We se- 
lect eight such movements of the 
Spirit of God, not as a full record 
but as illustrative of the origin and 
mode of revival (not that revivals 
are stereotyped in form: they are 
not; however, there are certain gen- 
eralizations which we can make, even 
if we cannot say that specific results 
are always similar). 

There was a revival in Judah in 
the days of Asa; we read of it in the 
fteenth chapter of the book of 
hronicles. Azariah, the prophet, re- 
minded the king of the great prin- 
ciple: “The Lord is with you, while 
ye be with him; and if ye seek him, 
he will be found of you; but if ye 
forsake him, he will forsake you” (v. 
2). History affords many illustrations 
of the application of this principle 
(vv. 3-6). Then it was that Asa heark- 
ened to the Lord’s voice: the people 
sought the Lord; idolatry was 
stamped out; the altar of the Lord 
was renewed (vv. 8-14). With what 
result? Look at the language of verse 
15: “And all Judah rejoiced . . . and

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sought him with their wnole desire; 
and he was found of them: and the 
Lord gave them rest round about.” 

The next recorded season of re- 
freshing from the presence of the 
Lord was in the days of Jehoshaphat, 
king of Judah. While this revival is 
not so fully reported as are the others, 
it is evident that the Lord met His 
people. We find that Jehoshaphat’s 
heart was moved by God (2 Chron. 
17:6). No one can seek the Lord (v. 
3) without having the Lord work in 
and for him. The result of Jehosha- 
phat’s being led in the way of the 
Lord was twofold: he destroyed the 
high places (v. 6); he sent forth the 
Levites with the law (vv. 7-9). Is it 
any wonder, then, that we read that 
the fear of the. Lord fell upon hea- 
then nations, and that God granted 
peace to Judah (v. 10)? 

About fifteen years after the death 
of Jehoshaphat, God graciously moved 
upon His ancient people. Judah had 
come upon the dark days of Jehoram, 
of Ahaziah, and of Athaliah. Might 
and wrong seemed constantly to con- 
quer right. The true worship of God 
seemed to pass into complete eclipse. 
But God moved one man, Jehoiada, 
the priest. When Joash came to the 
throne, Jehoiada led the people to 
the Lord. The record of this revival 
is in 2 Chronicles 23:16-21. The peo- 
ple entered into covenant with God 
(v. 16). God met His people, “And 
all the people of the land rejoiced: and 
the city was quiet” (v. 21). 

More than a century passed into 
history before the next revival men- 
tioned in the Word came to Judah. 
It was in the days of Hezekiah, king 
of Judah. After Hezekiah had 
cleansed the Temple and had restored 
its worship (2 Chron. 29:3-36), and 
after he had sent posts throughout 
the land (2 Chron. 30:1-10), the work 
of the Lord began in the hearts of the 
people. Multitudes of Hebrews, both 
of the northern and southern king- 
doms, sought the Lord (2 Chron. 
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30:13); they meant business, for they 
destroyed the idolatrous altars (v. 14). 
“Their prayer came up to his holy 
dwelling place, even unto heaven” (v. 
27). Is it any wonder that we read 
that God healed the people and they 
rejoiced before Him (vv. 20-23)? So 
wonderful was this reviving that the 
chronicler, by the Spirit, records: 
“So there was great joy in Jerusalem, 
for since the time of Solomon the 
son of David king of Israel there was 
not the like in Jerusalem.” (v. 26). 

Approximately another hundred 
years passed before the next reviving 
of the Lord fell upon His people. 
Josiah was king. As a lad of eight years 
of age, he sought the Lord (2 Chron. 
34:1-3). He broke down heathen al- 
tars and slew heathen priests (vv. 4- 
7), for there had been a resurgence of 
idolatry during the reigns of Manas- 
seh and Amon. Ten years later, the 
Temple was repaired, and the law 
was “discovered” (vv. 8-14). Convicted 
by the Word of God, the king and his 
people turned to the Lord. The Pass- 
over was observed, and Judah’s spir- 
itual condition may be learned from 
these words: “And there was no pass- 
over like to that kept in Israel from 
the days of Samuel the prophet” (2 
Chron. 35:18). But behind this work- 
ing of the Lord there was the earnest 
prayer of a young king; in the words 
of Huldah the prophetess: “Because 
thine heart was tender, and thou 
didst humble thyself before God... 
and didst .. . weep before me; I have 
even heard thee also, saith the Lord” 
2 Chron. 34:27. 

There were two revivals after the 
return of God’s people from captivity. 
The first of these was during the re- 


building of the Temple. Zerubbabel 


was the one used of the Lord to lead 
the people back to the strength and 
joy of the springs of God. The peo- 
ple, harassed by foes and delayed by 
political trickery, were discouraged. 
Because of their failure to heed the

MISSIONARIES VISIT 
HEADQUARTERS 

On October 30, Rev. and Mrs. J. H. 
Ingram, of California, were in our 
office visiting us en route to Cuba, 
where Brother Ingram, our overseer 
of Cuba and field representative of 
missions, is to take up his work. 

Brother Ingram is still limping, as 
a result of the automobile accident 
he had in California while riding 
with some of the friends of the 
Church there. A racing car struck 
them broadside, overturning the car 
and pinning Brother Ingram in, al- 
most wrapping the door around him. 
Sister Kinsey, first matron of our or- 
phanage, was riding in the car with 
them. She had several bones broken, 
and another one in the car had his 
collarbone broken. In the excitement, 
Brother Ingram being unconscious, 
they laid him across an irrigation 
ditch, his body forming a human 
bridge. When they came to him later 
he was asking, “Where am I? Are we 
in Cuba? What are we doing here?” 

Brother Ingram, over the many 
years, has had his heart ever in the 
mission work; circling the globe some 
three or four times; suffering perils 
on land and sea during the last ter- 
rible war, never slacking his pace for 
the cause of missions. Sister Ingram, 
a faithful servant of God who has 
furnished us our noble missionary, is 
now going with him; and may I add, 
she was also hurt in the accident. 
The doctor ordered her to bed; she 
had a very severe stroke on the head, 
but she asked him, “Who would wait 
on the rest of them?” She had the 
house full of those who were hurt. 
She was able to keep going, proving 
a most useful and efficient nurse to 
all of them. 

Sister Ingram said, that inasmuch 
as the old devil had tried to defeat 
them, and even kill them before they 
made this trip, she was expecting a 
real landslide in Cuba. Brother In- 
gram’s daughter, sixteen years of age, 
and his son are traveling with them. 
They hope to have their car shipped 
over so they will have this conven- 
ience of travel. I had the privilege 
of traveling with Brother Ingrem 
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one time, from one end of Cuba to 
the other. They have a nice highway 
nearly six hundred miles long, and 
many beautiful towns in the interior. 

May God go with you, Brother and 
Sister Ingram and the family. Re- 
member, we will be praying for you.

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V4 E THINK of the destruc- 
tion during World War II, and. the 
things that have come out of the war 
which portray to one who is a follow- 
er of the Christ of the Holy Scriptures 
that the days in which we are living 
are the days of the closing of the dis- 
pensation of grace. 

In Matthew 24, Christ was telling 
His disciples what would be in the last 
days, and He says, “All these are the 
beginning of sorrows”; v. 8. Some- 
time ago, we heard over the radio that 
fifteen million people of Europe are 
homeless, with scant clothing and no 
food; doomed to starvation or death 
by exposure or cold unless help comes 
immediately. No doubt, thousands up- 
on thousands of these are war victims 
who do not know whether their loved 
ones are homeless wanderers like 
themselves, have been killed, or what 
has become of them. There are chil- 
dren with no parents to care for them, 
and parents not knowing what has 
become of their children. Could one 
think of greater sorrow? The greater 
part of the world is mourning the 
loss of dear ones, lost or maimed in 
this terrible war. Only recently, it was 
reported over the radio that one Nazi 
criminal on trial in Germany con- 
fessed to killing ninety thousand Jews, 
and another confessed to killing half 
a million. Five million Jews were ruth- 
lessly murdered during this war. 

Luke 21:26, “Men’s hearts failing 
them for fear, and for looking after 
those things that are coming upon the 
earth ...” Are men’s hearts fearful 
today? Is it necessary to ask the ques- 
tion? We know that every nation is 
fearful of what the other nations are 
preparing to do. The heads of nations 
are trying to work together to bring 
about peace and security for the world, 
and at the same time, underneath it 
all, they are talking World War III, 
and preparing as fast as possible for it. 
Regardless of peace conferences, fear 
is in every heart, and perplexity as to 
what to do. The nations of the world 
are in a turmoil of fear and distrust 
of each other. 

Read 1 Thess. 5:1-3, concerning 
when they cry, “Peace and safety,” 
etc. World War I was a war to end 
wars, so they told us. Ever since, there 
has been, more or less, talk of peace, 
but never until the last few months 
has there been such a cry for peace. 

Our own prime minister, as well as 
many others, has stated that the great 
San Francisco Peace Conference can- 
not accomplish its purpose—that a 
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Present World Conditions e 


United Nations agreement is not 
enough; but that now they must have 
a superior council to deal with world 
affairs. We hear of talk now of a 
world government. A world bank has 
already been dealt with. A short time 
ago, someone stated that what the 
world needed was a man who could 
take charge of world affairs, who is 
impartial to imperial Britain, com- 
munistic Russia and democratic 
United States; someone who would be 
impartial to any nation; one who can 
take the reins of world government 
and cause us all to walk in the way 
of unity and peace. Does this fit into 
Bible prophecy? Let us see what it 
says about the “superman” as por- 
trayed in the Holy Scriptures. 

Before speaking further about the 
“superman,” let us explain, that re- 
gardless of what some think or say, we 
believe this earth was created by God, 
who has given humanity His Word as 
a guide in the way of right and truth, 
and millions of people have proven it 
to be true and real in their lives. Gen- 
esis 1:1 tells us that God created the 
heavens and the earth. He created 
every living creature, which includes 
man. He also created the devil—Luci- 
fer—who was created as an angel but 
chose to disobey his Creator. Isaiah 
14:13-15 describes him as he exalted 
himself and bragged about being 
equal with God. Read the book of Job 
and you will see the controversy be- 
tween God and Satan: God who is 
righteous and just, and Satan who 
uses his powers to destroy. God wants 
to save man by lifting him up, and 
Satan purposes to conquer by drag- 
ging man down. Jude speaks of the 
angels which fell with the devil and 
how they are reserved unto judgment 
in the time to come. From the time of 
the fall of Satan, he has striven for 
the souls of men with every conceiv- 
able sinful plan. God on the other 
hand has held out arms of love and 
mercy to every human being, desiring 
to save them from the power of Sa- 
tan and from hell which was created 
for Satan. 

In the time of the fall of man in the 
Garden of Eden, sin came upon all 
men because of the disobedience and

breaking of the laws of a righteous 
God. The devil lied and won. Even 
after this fall, God provided a way of 
escape for sinful man by the giving 
of His Son on Calvary, a sacrifice for 
the redemption of the world. So this 
spiritual controversy goes on and will 
go on until the end of the dispensation 
of grace. It has been a spiritual war, 
as it were. From the creation of man, 
every human being upon earth h 
a “something” within him that cri 
out for a super power. Man was cre- 
ated that way that he might find and 
love and honor his Creator; but he 
was also created a being to think and 
act and choose for himself. God has 
decreed that all who will accept the 
sacrifice His Son made on Calvary for 
the sins of the world, and follow in 
the way He leads, will be freed from 
sin and from the power of the author 
of sin. Those who refuse and turn 
their backs on Christ are walking in 
the way of the evil one—Satan. It has 
been thus in the past ages and will 
continue so until Satan is destroyed. 
That will eventually take place. 

Now to get back to the “superman.” 
Let us quote 2 Thess. 2:3, 4, “Let no 
man deceive you. and that 
man of sin be revealed, the son of per- 
dition; who opposeth and exalteth 
himself above all that is called God, 
or that is worshipped; so that he as 
God sitteth in the temple of God.” 
And verses 9 and 10, “Even him, whose 
coming is after the working of Sat 
with all power and signs and lyi 
wonders, and with all deceivableness 
of unrighteousness in them that per- 
ish; because THEY RECEIVED NOT 
THE LOVE OF THE TRUTH, THAT 
THEY MIGHT BE SAVED.” This is 
still future but the present setup of 
world affairs is fast leading up to this 
very thing. 

Read also the 13th chapter of the 
Revelation. The “beast” means a man 
of power, a superman who later turns 
out to be the antichrist. Note, he rises 
out of the sea (of humanity) and the 
people worship him, saying, “Who is 
able to make war with him?” They 
have found a man who is able to keep 
peace at last, and they worship him. 
Verse 8 shows who will worship him: 
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“All that dwell upon the earth shall 
worship him, whose names are not 
written in the book of life...” Why 
won’t those whose names are written 
in the book worship him? Because 
they are born of the Spirit of God and 
will know that he is antichrist and 
an enemy of God. In this chapter we 
see the trinity of Satan. Satan has at- 
tempted to copy God in every possible 
way (in order to deceive the human 
race) and as there is a heavenly 

inity—Father, Son and Holy Spirit 

atan has his trinity composed of 
himself (the devil) the beast and the 
false prophet. Note in the second 
verse where the devil “gave him (the 
beast) his power, and his seat, and 
great authority.” In Revelation 17, we 
see this same beast as ruler over all 
the earth. Rev. 13:7 says, “ ... power 
was given him over all kindreds, and 
tongues, and nations.” The beast and 
the antichrist and the superman are 
all the same person. 

In Daniel 7, we see the rise of three 
great powers, and immediately follow- 
ing them another power far greater 
than either of the three. This will be 
the antichrist and he will have ten 
lesser kings (powers) helping him. The 
three (big three) will be subdued or 
have to sit back and let the fourth 
great power rule. We see in this chap- 
ter a setup of the coming world gov- 
ernment. There will be the superman 
who will be the head, and ten other 
powers who will do accordirz to his 
will. They will be of one mind and one 
pirit, and will give their power and 

trength unto the beast, verse 24. How- 
ever, their reign will be short. The 
Word says “one hour,” meaning a 
short period. Revelation 13 says the 
beast shall reign forty-two months 
(3 years). Today, it was declared over 
the radio that the nations were agreed 
that in order to control the atomic 
power, world government was abso- 
lutely necessary. World government 
will have a head. In the eyes of the 
unsaved people of the world, this su- 
perman will be just a world president, 
appointed to keep peace. This is what 
he will be for a short time; but later 
he will show himself to be the anti- 
christ described in the Scriptures. He 
is clearly described as the antichrist, 
or the second person in Satan’s trin- 
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ity, even as Jesus Christ is the second 
person in God’s Trinity. The beast is 
antichrist because he is a man of Sa- 
tan, one who is opposed to God in 
everything. 

More and more we notice that peo- 
ple who are not followers of Jesus 
Christ and who are opposed to the 
laws of God, are looking entirely to 
MAN to get the world out of the mess 
MAN has gotten it into. They leave 
God entirely out of the picture. They 
forget that when man tried to build 
the tower of Babel they said, “Let us 
make a name for ourselves.” What 
happened? Their tongues were con- 
fused by God and they were scattered 
abroad. This week, when _ the first 
meeting of the United Nations met in 
London, the meeting was opened with- 
out calling on God for guidance or 
recognizing Him in any way. A right- 
eous God will let this kind of thing 
go on for a while, because He is long- 
suffering, not willing that any should 
perish, but the time will come when 
the kings of the earth, and the rich 
men, etc., will hide themselves in the 
dens of the earth and call upon the 
rocks and the mountains to hide them 
from the face of Almighty God and 
His Son. Rev. 6:15, 16. 

All of these things aforementioned 
are end-time realities. They have been 
prophesied and are coming true now. 
2 Timothy 3:1 says that “in the last 
days perilous times shall come?” and 
the writer goes on to describe what 
people will be like in those times. We 
see it all around us today. 

Another great sign of the end-time 
is the sign of the fig tree, or the Jews’ 
returning to Palestine. During World 
War I, General Allenby drove the 
Turks of Jerusalem through a great 
number of airplanes flying over the 
city. This was in fulfillment of proph- 
ecy, Isaiah 31:5, “As birds flying, so 
will the Lord of hosts defend Jerusa- 
lem; defending also he will deliver it; 
and passing over he will preserve it.” 
We know that this literally took place. 
The country all around was a terrible 
carnage but the city was not touched. 
This prophecy was made hundreds of 
years before airplanes were first made. 

It was at this time that another 
prophecy was fulfilled which opened 
the way for the Jews to go back to 


Palestine. The United States had pos- 
session of the great explosive TNT, 
but could not find a way to get it 
across the ocean where it was so ur- 
gently needed. In their attempts to 
ship it across, two or three ships had 
been blown up almost before they 
could get out of the harbor. At that 
time, a Jew by the nan:e of Wiseman, 
who was a student of God’s Word, 
pointed to a solution in the Word. ‘ob 
38:22, 23, “Hast thou entered into che 
treasures of the snow? or hast thou 
seen the treasures of the hail, which 
I have reserved against the time of 
trouble, against the day of battle and 
war?” They acted upon his suggestion 
and packed their explosive in ice and 
it carried safely. For this it was prom- 
ised, that a way would be opened for 
the Jews to go back to Palestine as a 
home land. Britain was given a man- 
date over Palestine, and they have 
allowed many thousands of Jews to 
go back, but not as a whole. Now, in 
our present time, there is a clamor 
by the Jews to be allowed to go back 
and settle and possess Palestine as 
their home land. This, too, is the ful- 
fillment of prophecy. Jeremiah 32:37, 
“Behold, I will gather them out of all 
countries, whither I have driven them 
in mine anger, and in my fury and 
in great wrath (because they rejected 
His Son Jesus Christ as their Mes- 
siah); and I will bring them again 
unto this place, and I will cause them 
to dwell safely.” However, there is 
an obstacle to the Jews going back; 
the Arabs control part of Palestine, 
and their temple, the Mosque of Omer, 
which is sacred to them as Moham- 
medans, is built on the very temple 
sight so long held by the Jews and 
upon which sight the Jews are plan- 
ning to rebuild their temple, for which 
they are even now preparing. The 
Arabs claim this to be the exact spot 
from where their prophet Mohammed 
ascended when he went to heaven. 

There is a controversy at the pres- 
ent time as to who should own Pales- 
tine, but God’s Word will vindicate it- 
self every time and it is now by the 
Word that we prove who shall eventu- 
ally own this land. 

We read in Genesis 15 and 18 how 
God promised Abraham a son by his 
wife Sarah who was barren. This son 
was to be heir of the Promised Land 
(Palestine). Several years passed by, 
Sarah was quite old, and still no son 
was born to her. She decided to take 
matters in her own hands (as so many 
do, without consulting God), and she

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PIONEER WORK IN 
WEST INDIES 
(Letter to Brother Winter from 
St. Martins) 


Dear Brother Winter: 

On Wednesday, October 9, 1946, I 
left St. Kitts, and after a night and 
day’s sailing; I landed on the shore 
of St..Martins (not a very sweet ex- 
perience, sailing on these small 
boats). Friday night a few hundred 
of the natives assembled in the open 
air to welcome me. It was very en- 
couraging to see fifty-four souls 
kneeling around on the bare ground 
seeking their Savior with a peculiar 
earnestness after hearing the message 
of the cross. It was late in the night 
when we started back home on our 
long journey on foot—from_ the 
French quarters to Grape Bay on the 
Dutch side where our good Sister 
Thomas received us the evening be- 
fore, making us very comfortable. 

On Saturday morning I was granted 
audience with the governor of the 
Dutch side. I-begged his permission 
to hold religious services in the town 
of Grape Bay, but he was as firm 
as any priest could hope to get a man. 
No appeal, persuasion, or diplomacy 
touched him; so I had to give it up 
as hopeless. 

Sunday morning, a car arrived to 
take us over to the French quarters. 
This, together with a long journey 
on foot, served to begin the day of 
blessings. We had a very nice bap- 
tismal service when eight precious 
souls followed their Lord into the 
water. The long journey was then 
retraced to the home where the saints 
gathered for the eleven o’clock serv- 
ice. Nineteen were received into fel- 
lowship and twenty-six judged them- 
selves.worthy. to partake of the 
Lord’s Suppér: ~In the evening, a bus 
load from.a--distant village came in 
to assemble with us in the open air. 
This meeting was certainly something 
blessed. It continued until the mes- 
sage for the regular evening service 
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was delivered, after which we had 
the joy of seeing another forty-one 
souls kneeling around seeking the 
Lord. 

The people are hungry for the gos- 
pel and will spend hours listening to 
the services. Crowds come and re- 
main, and you are sure to feel like 
telling them about the love of Je- 
sus. Where Brother Welcome is con- 
cerned I can say no more than that 
he is a governor among them, and 
they are very willing to be governed 
by him. The outlook is very convinc- 
ing. The work of Brother and Sister 
Welcome, along with that of Sister 
Thomas, is a great one and has mar- 
velous prospects. The day has come 
when St. Martins is awakened and 
crying out for the gospel. Oppor- 
tunity can be spelled in golden let- 
ters for anyone who wants to evan- 
gelize. The fields are white unto har- 
vest, large and inviting. Only con- 
secrated workers would _ succeed, 
though, because there are still many 


hard difficulties to face. 

Monday I spent the day looking 
around and was introduced to the 
owner of a good looking house that 
is untenanted. He would rent it to 
us for services. It is about eighteen 
feet by fifteen feet, gable and shed. 
He would remove the partitions and 
let us have it for $4 per month (Dutch 
currency, about $5.50 in British). Well, 
the need seemed to be so urgent and 
the opportunity so rare that I took 
it upon myself to barter with him to 
let us have it for $3 (Dutch money), 
which will be about $4.80 in British 
money. It is not often that I take 
such forward steps and I would 
never like to be charged with being 
heady or indiscreet; but as things 
appear, this seemed to have been m 
best judgment in the interest of t 
work, which is certainly full of bright 
prospects. I am also trying hard to 
raise some money here to seat the 
place. 

Should you consider the step advis- 
able, I would certainly like to beg you 
to plead in behalf of this deserving 
cause here in St. Martins. These 
workers have been here by their guns 
for a year without any help, and they 
are determined to remain. Sister 
Thomas has been sacrificing tremend- 
ously to try to keep Brother and Sis- 
ter Welcome furnished for the field; 
paying rent for the house and meet- 
ing many other demands of the home. 
She has four children of her own, 
and three of her daughter’s. To

The great pleasure is mine to have 
at hand your good letter and this 
feeble effort is to reciprocate all of 
its niceness which I have unde- 
servedly received. 

Please accept my sincere, hearty 
congratulations on your recent ap- 
pointment. We pray continually for 
you that you might be able to meet 
the great demands of this office. We 

lieve that it is quite a responsibility, 
but we feel that you have been called 
to fill a place for which you have 
been trained. The Lord will surely 
prosper you in all of your undertak- 
ings for Him. There are many sin- 
cere hearts whose every beat makes a 
vibration of well wishes for your com- 
plete success. 

I have spent a few days away from 
my field of labor, doing some pioneer 
work. St. Martins is about eichty 
sea-miles from St. Kitts. It has a di- 
vided government—the Dutch ruling 
a part, and the French the remain- 
der. A family from our church here 
went there to _ settle and soon 
saw 2a great opportunity for service 

N and began preaching the gospel. It

was altogether new, fresh, strange, 
and sweet. The Dutch opposed this 
and are still bitter against it but on 
the French side it is just the opposite. 
The people who sat in darkness are 
glad to have the light, and those who 
were in the region of the shadow of 
death are glad to have life. 

That faithful couple of workers 
kept calling for the support of their 
cause in St. Martin after a year of 
service. Giving it plenty of consid- 
eration, Brother Winter was per- 
suaded that we should investigate 
and so advised my proceedings. When 
I arrived, I was granted audience 
with the Dutch governor, but he was 
as firm as granite in his opposition 
where religion was concerned. How- 
ever, we have a very faithful sister 
and her household on that side and 
she is prepared to stem the tide of 
opposition. She believes that one 
of these days the Lord will open up 
the way on the Dutch side. 

The French side provides the biggest 
opportunity I have ever seen. The peo- 
ple are hungry for the gospel. The 
Roman Catholics have one or two 
churches which are separated by 
several miles. However, the Method- 
ists are lesser in_ proportion 
in churches and followers. Plenty 
of people who have never given 
religion a thought but were valiant 
soldiers for Satan are now following 
our movement; many cthers welcome 
the glad news; and still others supvort 
the cause with their well wishes. 
Every night while speaking to those 
vast crowds, the fire of evangelism 
burned in my breast. Opportunity 
can be written in golden letters. 
“Alexander the coppersmith” wouldn’t 
change his mind; he still fiehts and 
does his evil here as he did to the 
apostle Paul. May the Lord move 
him out of our way.

gave her maid (an Egyptian) to 
Abraham to be his wife, that a son 
might be born to them. She didn’t 
consider that she was to be the moth- 

er of the promised son. 

A son was born to Abraham and the 
Egyptian maid and they called him 
Ishmael. Later, the son of promise 
was born to Sarah and they named 


him Isaac. Genesis 16 tells of Ishmael’: Hu 
birth and also prophesies that he will, 


be a wild man and have many de- 
scendants. Ishmael is the father of 
the Arabs—wild men they are. 

Genesis 17:7, 8, speaks of God’s 
covenant with Abraham and the giv- 
ing of the land as an everlasting pos- 

ssion. Verses 19 and 21 show Isaac 
the son of Sarah (and son of promise) 
as the heir of the land. 
father of the Jews. 

Who will possess Palestine? The 
Jews, of course. It cannot be other- 
wise, as God’s Word has so declared it 
to be.

Another sign of the end-time is the 
moral condition of the world. The way 
women and girls dress in men’s cloth- 
ing is, according to His Word, an 
abomination in His sight; but it seems 
to me it is almost a greater abomina- 
tion in His sight to go about with al- 
most nothing on, like so many are do- 
ing. 2 Timothy 3:1-5, “In the last days 
perilous times shall come. For men 
shall belovers oftheir own _ selves, 
blasphemers,: disobedient to parents, 
lovers of pleasures more than lovers 
of God; evil men and seducers shall 
wax worse and worse.” A seducer is 
one who entices others from the paths 
of duty and virtue. Is this not what 
untold numbers are doing today? 
Young people are persuaded to smoke 
and drink and attend parties where 
liquor flows freely, and when a young 
girl is overcome by intoxicants, she is 
in no condition to protect her chas- 
tity. This is all of the devil, as any 
clear-thinking person knows. The Bi- 
ble, God’s Word, teaches only truth 
and purity, backed by divine love. 


These are things that lift one up above 
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the impure, evil, ungodly things of the 
evil one. A man or woman of godly 
character will shun the enticements of 
the devil, but young people who are 
not taught in the pure things of God 
and His Word, and are out for pleas- 
ure and entertainment, are easy vic- 
tims of the wiles of the devil. The 
Word of God pronounces stern judg- 
ment against anyone in the service of 
the devil, in leading people, young or 
old, astray. 

So few of the programs over the air, 
or in the picture shows, are for edu- 
cational purposes; most all are for en- 
tertainment, and so much of it is ac- 
companied in one way or another with 
vulgar, lustful statements or acts that 
are meant to fill young minds (as well 
as older ones) with lustful thoughts 
that tend to lower morals. Everyone 
knows this to be true. Does the Word 
not say that in the end-time men 
would wax worse and worse? 

Friends, this old world is in a de- 
plorable condition and who is to 
blame? Can we say, “Why did a lov- 
ing God allow these things to be? 
Would you say God was a just God if 
He had not allowed man to be mas- 
ter of his own mind and action? God 
set two ways before man and told him 
NOT to go in the way of eternal death, 
but to go the narrow way of eternal 
LIFE. Men were allowed to think and 
act and choose for themselves, other- 
wise they would have been just like 
the animals; and so many have 
chosen to turn their backs on God 
and right and truth and purity of life, 
with the glories of heaven as a future 
reward. He has chosen rather to in- 
dulge in the things that lead to ETER- 
NAL DEATH. Some people advocate 
that people will go to heaven even in 
their sins, because a loving God does 
not send anyone to hell. It is true that 
God does not send anyone to hell, but

voice of the Lord through the 
prophets, God chastised them (Hag. 
1:3-11). Haggai and Zechariah urged 
the people to continue. Zerubbabel 
heard their plea; he understood the 
plan of God; he led them on. At 
length, the revived people finished 
the task. The topstone was laid with 
the shoutings of “Grace, grace” (Zech. 
4:7), for the work was wrought by the 
power of the Spirit of God (Zech. 4:6). 
It is then we read that the Lord made 
them joyful and strengthened their 
hands, and that even the heart of 
the king of Assyria was turned to- 
ward them (Ezra 6:22). The second 

ime God met the lagging spirits and 
e: flagging zeal of the returned cap- 

ives was in the day of Nehemiah. On 
this occasion, the Lord used Ezra as 
His human instrument. Having heard 
the Word of God (Neh. 8), the people 
were led to repentance and confes- 
sion (9:1-3), and the Levites entered 
into covenant with God (chap. 10). 
This revived people dedicated the 
finished walls of Jerusalem with 
gladness and singing (Neh. 12:27, 
44-47). 

Finally, we point to one New Tes- 
tament revival. We are thinking of 
the Day of Pentecost. It has been 
truly affirmed that the Christ‘an 
Church began in the fires of revival. 
For ten days one hundred and twen- 
ty saints were praying. Then the 
fire fell. Then Peter, baptized by the 
Spirit, infilled with the Spirit, and 
anointed by the Spirit, preached. 
Then the apostles gave their witness. 
The early Church was characterized 
by unity and joy (Acts 2:46, 47). and, 
of course, souls were saved (v. 47b). 

We have looked briefly at the rec- 

d of eight Bible revivals. When 
God’s people were discouraged, when 
they were disobedient, when they were 
distrustful, the Spirit of God moved 
among them in answer to prayerful 
longing and obedience on the part of 
a few, or even one. Will He do any 
less now? Is God a respecter of per- 
sons? God says: “Them that honour 
me, I will honour” (1 Sam. 2:30). We 
pray, “Wilt thou not revive us again: 
that thy people may rejoice in thee?” 
(Psa. 85:6). 

Most of the past revivals of his- 
tory have begun at one distinct point 
in the lives of the Lord’s people and 
then have spread to other areas, and 
on and out into more distant places. 
This was true of the great revival of 
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1857 which -began as a result of a 
little group at 115 Fulton Street, New 
York City, who prayed. It was true 
of the remarkable revivals in the days 
of Charles G. Finney, which had their 
genesis in the central area of New 
York state. God is not confined to 
any geographical region. 

Pray for the sound pastors of the 
Nation, God-appointed men, that they 
may be awakened and become the 
true spiritual leaders of the people. 
Pray for the numerous groups of 
Christian laymen in whom such possi- 
bilities lie.
